11 can be argued that these totals are somcwhot exaggerated,

Is regarded as an cstobllshmcnl figure, 
not active in the feminist cause and not in close 
contact with rank and file blacks. 

Some union leaders are disappointed, too. that 
Carter yjclded to opposithin from women and 
blacks and consumer advocates to John T. 
Dunlop as sccretaiy of labor, though they have 
cndored Dr. F, Ray Marshall as a good com- 
promise selcclion. Yd In spile of ■ such 
misgivings, Ihcrc is no Indication of any major 
rupture between (he President-elect and the 
black, labor and mmcn's movements. 

In large measure 11 Is Carter's own promises 
of fresh faces and his campaign against the 
Washington establishment that undercut the 
Impact of his ultimate choices, He did bring into 
his cabinet live persons licw to the Washington 
scene — Mrs. Ilairis, Bell. Marshall, Juanlta ' 
Kreps at Commerce and Cecil Andrus at In- 
terior. But that Is fewer than Ihc number of 
newcomers chosen by cither Nbcon or Kennedy. 
And In Ihe most sensitive policy areas, he leaned 
olmost exclusively on veterans of Ihc Johnson 
and Kennedy admlnistrallons and his own in- 
timate friends from Georgia. Perhaps, as an 
Indication of that, the average age of his Cabinet ' 



Is just over 50 years, younger lhan the Initial 
Cabinets of Presidents Elsenhower and Nixon 
but older lhan President Kennedy's, 

Possibly OS compensation for his own relative 
inexperience In foreign affafi^,' Carter felt more 
comfortable with Ihe State Deportment. Pen- 
tagon. Central Intelligence Agency and National 
Security Council apparatus In the hands of men 
with considerable govcmmcnl experience. 

Likewise, in the critical area of managing the 
economy, he teamed his Georgia banking 
friend. Bert' Lance, with two veterans of past 
adminlsfralions. And Thursday^ he picked 
~Schleslngcr"~and~"Califano"; w-ho know (he 
Government from broad Inside experience, to ' 
takecharge of the problem areas of energy and 
domestic social services. 
■ As governor of Georgia and In his campaign. 
Carter has developed a rcpulallon as an 
_ assertive .leader,, who. . Inlcnds_toitokc_Ilrm— 
"commond of the government. And In thjfcr brief 
comments at his Introductory ncu-s conference, 
most ol hIS' -cabinet nominees have paid 
deference to his leadership or some of his known 
policy positions. 

Most of his nominees fit easily with his own 
brand of pragmatic problem-solving 
Democratic liberalism. But this docs not mean 
that lie has Imposed a unifarmlly of views or 
avoided selecting cabinet secretaries udio differ 
vithhim. 

- Brock Adams, whom he has chosen to head 
the transportation department, has taken a' 

.,di;fcrent^tancc.on_ffvernmcntji^iintIm^^ 
coinnlercc andTndialrylhon Carter, who urged 
less regulallon during the campaign. As a cir- 
cuit court Judge, Bell developed a record that 
was not OS strong on civil rights, consumer 
rights or antitrust aelkin as Carter's camoalen 
declaration.

BOISE lUPI) - Cecil D. Andrus won his first 
term OS governor of Idaho on an environmental 
Issue ond he will cany his commitment to 
ecology with him when he becomes secretary of 
Interior. 

Andrus Is reluctant (o go Into details of 
proposals he has formuloted on off-shore oil 
drilling, coal mining and other Issues until he 
succeeds Thomas Klcppc as Interior secretary. 

"I think it would be unfair for us to sit and take 
pot shots at the current administration," be 
said, hi an hitervlew with UPI. 'Tm not that 
breed of cat. Govcmar Carter is not, either. 

"Congress will ba-lnvolvcd In thai very 
deeply. 

"What wc do takes shape after consultation 
with1HngrG5sionalIeadersandGovGmorC:artcr— 
and hla personal staff." 
' ' But he said he hqxd Carter would strike a 
' balance between the environment and Industrial 
growth and development much as Andrus has In 
Idaho. Andrus has encouraged the development 
of light Industry ond protection of streams and 
wUaeroc^ areas, / 

In Carter, ho said. /'You've got, for the first 
time In many years ^a. president-elect v/ha is 
personally Involved in a sensitivity to the land 
and the resources."^' 

"And It's going to be refreshing to have him 
personally Involved Instead of forgetting the 
Department of Interior is there. He's deqily 
' concerned about the legacy we ^ak of which 
should be available to our children and so am L I 
su^>ect differences of opblon vdll be seldom . 

"I think wc speak the same language and 
thatlnnguage is-thnt-thepcoplcarc entitled to- 
thc very best wo can give them." Andrus said,

Wild horses: They should be treated like any 
other wild animal. There Is legislation that gives 
certain protection to them "as It should be."

Predator control: "That's port of the 
ownership of the lands. First of all, the federal 
government has a responsibility to protect those 
lands and their surrounding private lands from 
any adverse Impact whether It be Canadian 
thistle or noxious weed growth, predators or 
whot have you.

trolled the numbers by various means — 
tracking, aerial gunnery. But It's not to 
cradicte. It's for a balance ... I don't have a 
record of supporting the ban on Indiscriminate 
broadcasting of lOSO bait. That's certainly not 
the answer to predator control." 

Rebuilding of Teton Dam: "Not until 1 know 
why 11 failed ... I have a reputation of opposing 
some d^ and siqiportlng some dams. But we 
do It on facts." 

Federal hunting and fishing licenses: "I 
believe that corilrol of fish aqd game should be 
- Icit to the states with the exception of areas 
where we have national parks. I would not like 
to see the federal government lake over the 
Issuance of fish and game licenses," 

Porks: "In some areas they arc absolutely 
necessary. I would say the National P^rk Ser- 
vice and the Fish and Wildlfe Service have been 
shortchanged In recent years. I think you'll sec 
the Carter administration paying more at- 
tention 'to not only the maintenance and 
operation budgets of these two entitles but 
looking to iKations la the lower is stales for 
additional porks as well as the profcssl^l 
development of the Alaakon lands." ^ 
_ Sawtooths: "I would prefer to give that area . 
"ihc prelection needed near the NRA (National 
EccrcoQon Area). But lhat would take some 
-closcBcmUnyrBntlf it lodnihlshalUtiideparkT- 
to t«<otcct the pristine areas over there i 
wouldn't hesitate a minute. But In the NRA 
legi^atlon lhat created that they have a lot of 
protection. I would txA vrant to sec the lowlands,
